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LETTER REGARDING LIST OF REFERENCES ACCOMPANYING OFFICE ACTION 



Upon review of the list of references returned with the Office Action of May 1 , 2009, it 
was observed that one of the US patent documents listed thereon contains a typographical 
error in the patent number. That list of references stemmed from an Information Disclosure 
Statement filed by the Applicant on May 30, 2006. In particular, the list of references contains 
an entry for U.S. Patent No. 6,191,909, to Burstein et al., dated 01-30-2001, but that entry 
contains a typographical error in the patent number. That entry should have been listed as 
U.S. Patent No. 6,181,909, to Burstein et al., dated 01-30-2001. It is expected that the 
examiner likely understood this but neglected to make the correction, insofar as US 6, 1 91 ,909 
is not dated 01-30-2001 (it is dated 02-20-2001) and is not a document by Burstein et al. (but 
rather by Cloke et al.).
